It is because 1 do have this extensive knowledge of the assassinations and their in- 
vestigations that several years ago, having been on borrowed time for 19 years, I decided 
to sp, nd what time remains for me perfecting the record for our history to the degree 
possible for me. In tl&s short time I have put on paper about a million words relating 
to the 'ffesassinations and their investigation mostly in the form of rough drafts of books 
and in a few lon^ articles. 

The first of these books, which was accepted and could/ easily have appeared by the 
middle of last year, is^till stalled. 1 have not be able to got any rational reason for 
it. But lacking an agent there is nothing I can now do about it* I had and an agent 
when X began writing about the JFK assassination.

Uussell, had a high opinion of my work and encouraged me and it until his dying day. 

The second of the articles I enclose is titled, "Senator Russell- Dissents. 11 I go 
into this in that piss piece, as * hope you will take the time to see. 

The second of the books I completed when I was trying to perfect the record for 
history is Case Open: Ti^e Omissions. Distortions and falsifications of c ase Closed . 

You mav recall tliat Case Closed was tine most heavily advertised and promoted of the 
JFK assassination exploltations^and commercialisations. Jt was vjriHiBrbyfsTYQan I 
described as a J udenrat in referring to him as s shyster, a plagiarizer and a man who 
dannot tell the truth even by accident. To this day, seven months after Pase Open 
a geared, ^ have not had even a whisper of complaint or denial from him. 

The publishers of Cfose Open decided, without asking my approval, to do it on the 
cheap. The^pliminated 78-BO^ without asking my approval, did no editing at all, did not 
correct the errors 1 found and told them about, and did not place a single ad. When I 
complained about no promotional efforts they did arrange for two radio talk shows by 
phone. 

Before being awaye of the literary butchery of my manuscript, I wrote the enclosed 

article and sent it to them thinking they might seek to place it. I later did the Same 

with "Senator Russell Dissents.! I did not even get an acknowledgement of the receipt of 

either and 1 know of no effort to place either. Fof that matter I know of no copies 

sent out for review except by me. There has not been any review of which X know in any 

paper. AndTljF represnting the traditional major media attitude towd the subject, the 

copies of the book I sent to reporters i know and have worked with, some friends of long

standing for whom for years I have been a source, did not even get^ a phone call, leave 
alone a story. 

I was able to get a student to retype my Posner piece before she graduated from 
local Itood College a She was not able to retype it and post the eorreciitas 1 made ik 
in it, T hus the copy I g&close is the xerox of the copy I sent the publishers , ^arroll 
& Graf. I was able to getNfeenator Russell Dissents" retpyed. is the retyped rough 
draft, I did no editing so X could get more on paper, as X have and hope to bo able to 
continue to do for a while longer, 

X realize how unusual this is for a writer but since finishing that piece I have 

Y^ritten an ontim*@ book and added to one mostly completed, the latter of about 200,000 
^ r 

words. The shorter one is about f jO,000 words. Tfeje content of each is entirely new. 

I intended telling you ih mentioning Hood College above that with no quid pro quo 
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1 have ddeded it the third of a million pages I got by those POXA lawsuits, all my 
work and even my property, wliich is debt-free. So all my work of all kinds will be a 
permanent free public archive* Their future intention is to make it all available to 
other institutions by imaging techniques*
